First, it passes In itll front legs over the 
face from above downward, ami after 
repeating tiff- movement several times 
draws them through the Jaws.

forehead, much as we should smooth 
back our hair.

Iii some continental coun­ 
tries the dress coat is “proper form” 
for wear at court or other important 
formal assemblages held in the d ay ­ 
time. 
The sack coat probably dates from 
the “Macaronies,” who introduced it 
into England iii 1772, though a gar­ 
ment somewhat similar was worn by 
the Roundheads of Cromwell's day.
